After a Salute to the Flag, the singing of the 
National Anthem, and a moment of silence for departed 
Town Meeting members, voters first moved to recess the 
business of the Annual Town Meeting to consider the left- 
over remaining 11 articles from the Special Town Meeting 
warrant in March. 

Under ARTICLE 1 of that Special Town Meeting 
warrant, voters were asked to change the elected High- 
way Surveyor position to an appointed Superintendent 
of Streets position by authorizing the Board of Selectmen, 
pursuant to MGL Chapter 41, Section 21, to appoint a 
Superintendent of Streets; provided however that such 
change will not take effect until approved by the voters 
of the Town at a Town Election. This would carry out one 
of the recommendations made via the UMass Dartmouth 
Center for Policy Analysis' review of Mattapoisett's town 
government. 

"Mattapoisett is one of the few remaining com- 
munities in Massachusetts ... which still has an elected 
Highway Surveyor," Selectman Ray Andrews explained. 
"Highway Surveyors don't build roads, they maintain 
them. (With Wesley Bowman) retiring, this is an oppor- 
tune time to change this position to an appointed one." 

"All we've gained so far is Chapter 90 funds 
(from the state)," Selectman Steve Lombard added. "What 
we hope to gain is additional grant monies that a profes-

sional person could bring in. We were sitting on $1.8 mil- 
lion in Chapter 90 funds that weren't being used." 

Resident George Randall offered comments he 
wished to dedicate to those "serving to protect our free- 
dom, wherever they may be." 

"It is this very freedom we are being asked to 
give up in this article," Mr Randall said. "The will of the 
people must abide in order to maintain complete control 
of the government as well as all elected positions. The 
Highway Surveyor ... must remain an elected position 
in order to give the citizens of Mattapoisett the respect 
and service that their tax dollars demand. What happens 
in Mattapoisett stays in Mattapoisett ... that is my final 
answer"

When a subsequent motion to "move the ques- 
tion" passed via majority vote, 309 to 1, ARTICLE 1 ulti- 
mately failed, 66 to 225. 

Under ARTICLE 2 voters were asked to transfer 
$9,000 from Free Cash for start up expenses to activate the 
web-based "Virtual Town Hall" program for Mattapoisett. 

"Basically anything you can do in Town Hall, you 
could do online," Selectman Jordan Collyer said. "We see 
this as a way of streamlining town government into the 
21st century." 

"In the old days. Free Cash was used to lower the 
tax rate," Brad Hathaway said. "It seems to me if we don't 
use it to lower the tax rate, it should be used to lower our 
indebtedness which is costing up to $1 million a year." 

In response to Mr. Hathaway's comment. Finance 
Committee (FinCom) Chairman Paul Silva noted the town 
currently has $1.58 million available going into this Town 
Meeting. If all articles are approved as recommended, it 
would leave about $624,000 in Free Cash. 

"This idea that we have Free Cash means we were 
overtaxed last year," said Richard Cedarburg. "My tax 
bill has gone up from $11,000 to $21,000 a year. I am just 
opposed to any additional expenditures to increase taxes 
and any additional revenue we have should be used to 
reduce taxes." 

When a motion to table failed to garner the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority. Article 2 ultimately passed, 200 
to 80.

Under ARTICLE 3 voters were asked appropriate 
the sum of $1,434.82 for the purpose of paying bills from 
a prior fiscal year for temporary employee service, legal 
services, water usage at the Town Beach, and telephone. 

Given that most of these articles were to be 
funded out of Free Cash, resident Michele Bemier sug- 
gested the FinCom make their presentation on the town's 
financial outlook. 

With that, FinCom Chairman Paul Silva explained 
how the bulk of the town's $16,196 million operating bud- 
get for Fiscal Year 2007 would be allocated. 

"Evaluations in Mattapoisett last year went up 
17 percent," said FinCom Chairman Paul Silva. "But our 
tax rate went down 2 percent, leaving an overall aver- 
age increase of 15 percent between 2005 and 2006. Your 
taxes, had nothing else changed, would have gone up 7.8 
percent (anyway) ... just to cover school debt." 

Returning to the Special Town Meeting warrant. 
Article 3 passed via the 9/10 majority required, 243 to 7. 

Under ARTICLE 4 voters were asked to transfer 
$40,000 from Free Cash into the town's Reserve Fund.

Article 4 passed, 239 to 11. 

Under ARTICLE 5 voters were asked to transfer 
$15,000 from the Water Enterprise Retained Earnings to 
the Fiscal Year 2006 Water Enterprise Reserve Fund. 

Article 5 passed, 249 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 6 voters were asked to transfer 
$300,000 from Free Cash into the town's Stabilization 
Fund. 

Article 6 passed unanimously, 250 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 7 voters were asked to transfer 
$20,000 from Free Cash for the purpose of purchasing and 
installing computer equipment and software in the Fire 
Department and Board of Health, such sum to be added 
to the appropriation approved in ARTICLE 7 of the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting of January 14, 2002. 

When Health Agent Dale Barrows professed to 
not knowing why the Board of Health was being included 
in this purchase. Article 7 was amended from $20,000 to

tage before Town Meeting. We've had the Town Meeting 
warrants at the library for people to pick up ... but this is 
really unfair." 

With that, the amended Article 7 passed, 247 to 3. 

Under ARTICLE 8 voters were asked to transfer 
$20,000 from available funds for the purpose of remedia- 
tion and monitoring of the Police Station gasoline spill 
under the provisions of the Administrative Consent 
Agreement between the Town and the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP), such sum 
to be added to the appropriation approved in ARTICLE 9 
of the Annual Town Meeting of May 9, 2005.

Intestinal Parasites 

My vet told me that my dog has whipworms. I have never seen 
any worms in his stool. Where did he get these worms and are they 
dangerous? 

Ultimately you dog got roundworms, hookworms or 
whipworms from digesting worm eggs that were present in the 
stool of another or in the case of roundworms he may have gotten 
his infection from his mother. Over a period of time a dog's stool 
disintegrates in the evironment leaving resistant worm eggs in the 
dirt. When you dogs sniffs the dirt he may inhale and swallow 
some eggs or he may become infected by walking on the eggs and 
then licking his feet. Tapeworms tend to bt transmitted by eating 
uncooked affected meat but most commonly are spread by fleas. 
Roundworms look like spaghetti, tapeworms look like rice and 
hook and whipworms are very small and not usually seen. 

Roundworms, hookworms and tapeworms can cause 
disease in people, especially very young or old people and therefore 
it is important to have your pets stool checked at least once a year 
by your veterinarian.

Under ARTICLE 9 voters were asked to transfer 
$18,000 from Water Enterprise Fund Retained Earnings 
for the purpose of purchasing and installing fire alarm 
equipment for the Water Department. 

Article 9 passed via majority vote, 249 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 10 voters were asked to transfer 
$4,000 from available funds for the purpose of installing 
a fence and making repairs associated with the Tallman 
Street paving project. 

"Part of the agreement we had (with the neigh- 
bors) was installation of a fence (which) was not included 
in the original project (line item)," Selectman Andrews 
said.

night. "I believe today we are at a $634,000 balance in Free 
Cash," Mr Silva said. "So as we go through the articles to- 
day that recommend (using) Free Cash, you can subtract 
it from that amount." 

Then resident Daniel Goodman made a short 
presentation to Town Meeting voters. 

According to Mr. Goodman, of the estimated 
2,788 single-family homes in Mattapoisett, taxes went up 
on over 2,500 of them this year. 

"Tonight there's close to 300 voters here who 
actually have a golden opportunity to do something about 
their tax bill," Mr. Goodman said. "With all due respect, 
(the FinCom's) should not be the final word. We cannot 
lose sight of who is ultimately responsible for the level 
of taxes. We're not here to disrupt the Town Meeting, but 
it would be fair to say we're here to disrupt the (out of 
control) spending." 

Having met with a group of like-minded con- 
cerned citizens, Mr. Goodman said they came up with 
some $337,000 in potential budget cuts.

The single article on the Special Town Meeting 
passed, 229 to 1. 

Resuming with the Annual Town Meeting war- 
rant, under ARTICLE 1 voters were asked to fix the sala- 
ries of elected officers for the town for FY 2007 as follows: 
Town Moderator $200; Board of Selectmen, Chairman 
$3,700; Board of Selectmen, members - each $3,300; As- 
sessor - each $3,300; Town Clerk $41,586; Board of Health 
- each $400; Highway Surveyor $55,971; Mattapoisett 
School Committee - each $400; Water /Sewer Commission- 
er - each $400; Tree Warden $6,279; and Herring Inspector 
$730. 

Resident Paul Levine said he thought it was un- 
fair to have a newly-elected Highway Surveyor come on 
board making more than a previous longtime employee. 
With that, he moved to amend the Highway Surveyor's 
salary to $50,374. The motion was defeated, 50 to 180. 

With that. Article 1 passed as written, 212 to 18. 

Under ARTICLE 2 voters were asked to create the 
position of Deputy Fire Chief, to be added to the Person- 
nel By-Law schedule of full-time salaried positions as an 
exempt position. 

Article 2 passed, 226 to 4. 

Under ARTICLE 3 voters were asked to approve 
a total $18,180 million General Operating Budget for FY 
2007. As in the past, select line items were asked to be 
"held" for further discussion and debate, which took up 
the remainder of the second Town Meeting session. 

Brad Hathaway first suggested that all dues be 
eliminated from the budget. 

"If we forgo all the dues for a year, we can save 
between $9,000 and $10,000," Mr. Hathaway said. "I just 
think we can do without ... when I look at the folks who 
are having a hard time with their taxes. We just can't keep 
this 'business as usual' spending. I'd like to move that all 
dues items be removed from the budget." 

Upon further explanation, Mr. Hathaway with- 
drew his motion.

$35,000 for interest, the repayment would not be due until 

the next fiscal year. Also, a shorter term than the ten-year 
loan would result in a lower interest rate and substantial 
savings. Construction would most likely not be fully un- 
derway until after school closed. 

Ms. Parker then gave an update on the recon- 
ciliation of accounts between the Town Accountant and 
Town Treasurer as advised by the CPA. This is an ongo- 
ing process and is progressing well. Payroll accounts and 
reconciliations are also up to date. 

The board next approved three questions for the 
Special Town Election Overrides on June 14: to assess an 
additional $35,000 in real estate and personal property 
taxes for the upgrading of electrical and handicap acces-

missioners, who set the fees, and suggested that all parties

He mentions the "Broken Windows Theory," 
brought forth by criminologists James Q. Wilson and George 
Kelling, which suggests that "relatively minor problems," 
including graffiti, can be "invitations to more serious crimes," 
particularly if ignored. His book describes how the crime rate in 
New York City was cut in half when successful efforts to clean 
up the subway system and replace broken windows improved

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Mission: Impossible III. Starring Tom 
0 ^ _ Cruise and Philip Seymour Hoffman. 
Directed by J.J. Abrams. Running time:

Those who've seen 1 999 's Magnolia, where 
angehc Philip Seymour Hoffman pleaded with 
demonic Tom Cruise to reconnect with his 
dying father, might watch the two of them in 
Mission: Impossible III with a trace of amusement. Here, Cruise is the 
angel — secret agent Ethan Hunt — and Hoffman, fresh from his Oscar 
win for Capote , is the blandly contemptuous weapons dealer Owen Davian 
(sounds like Damien — anti-Christ?). As the movie kicks off, Ethan is in 
shackles and Davian, his gun pointed at the head of Ethan's wife (Michelle 
Monaghan), demands to know where "the Rabbit Foot" is. We don't, at 
first, have any idea what the Rabbit Foot is. We don't, when the film is 
over, have any idea either 

Despite the presence of Hoffman (who more or less phones in 
Davian's flaccid megalomania) and the usual slick cast — returning M: 
I vet Ving Rhames, plus Laurence Fishbume for Matrix cred, Jonathan 
Rhys Myers for indie cred, and Simon Pegg for Shaun of the Dead fans 
— this is easily the weakest of the missions impossible. Which is saying 
a lot, since I didn't care for the previous two, either. But at least the first 
one (1996, Brian De Palma) and the second (2000, John Woo) seemed to 
be following an interesting template: hire a flamboyant action/ suspense 
master and let him loose on a big-budget spy flick. Here, Cruise and his 
coproducer Paula Wagner have hired J.J. Abrams, creator of such appoint- 
ment TV as Lost and Alias (and Felicity, whose star Keri Russell dutifully 
puts in ten minutes here as one of Ethan's rookie agents). 

Abrams can assemble sleek entertainment and tell a story cleanly, 
but I found myself oddly nostalgic for the previous entries, which were 
proudly incomprehensible but at least had style — De Palma's split- 
screen paranoia, Woo's doves fluttering above fiery explosions. Mission: 
Impossible III hustles well and, to use a David Denby trope, "moves the 
metal" — but without an outsize directorial vision it looks even more 
like sub-007 than the others did. Ethan's mission is to secure the Rabbit 
Foot to save his wife, but we don't believe in their love any more than 
we bought Cruise and Emmanuelle Beart or Cruise and Thandie Newton. 
Abrams attempts to ground their relationship in the convivial reality of an 



engagement party, but that only underscores the absurdity that she thinks 
he "studies traffic patterns" instead of covertly looking for Rabbit Feet. 

There's a nice, quick little fight scene in an elevator that makes 
dynamic use of the tiny space. It's the only moment we sense any real 
physical engagement with the thrills. Elsewhere, it's all kaboom and CGI. 
Once again. Cruise dons a cutting-edge mask to pose as his nemesis, 
though Hoffman can scarcely be bothered to act like Tom Cruise acting 
like Hoffman. Give Cruise credit — he works hard in these movies, like 
an extremely conscientious quarterback making sure all his teammates get 
a good piece of the play. But this is still a star-quarterback movie, though 
it makes a little more of an effort to abide by the original TV show's en- 
semble format. In the end, Ethan's mission is the only one. There's never 
a moment where we feel the movie could easily branch off and follow, 
say, Ving Rhames' character arc — poor, thrice-underused Ving Rhames 
— and the film's halfhearted nod to equal-opportunity mayhem, in the 
form of an agent played by Irish- Vietnamese actress Maggie Q, ends up 
as equal-opportunity uselessness. 

At one point, Simon Pegg (also wasted as the standard-issue dith- 
ering Brit) speculates that the Rabbit Foot might be some deadly bit of 
tech known as "the Anti-God Compound." Whoa! A MacGuffin that can 
actually take down God. No, it's really just something that can lay waste to 
everything — "buildings, children, ice-cream parlors," as Pegg explains. 
It rides around in a glass tube marked by a nuclear symbol. It's implied 
that Davian wants to sell it to Middle Eastern terrorists, but then he visits 
the Vatican — to meet with contacts, we're told. So ... the Pope wants the 
bomb? As before. Mission: Impossible III is geopolitically loopy, but it's 
also the first to come out post-9/1 1 , and its apolitical blitheness — some 
terror must be stopped, y'know, somewhere — doesn't play as well as 
it did in 1996 or 2000. Maybe it's time for spy movies to go the way of 
westerns and musicals. I for one wouldn't miss them much.
